Elected hy, . Eight. Votca. 

Vancouver, Jiily 4.— Chief Justice ^tc-

count to-day, doclai-ing Gilmour oleotod 
over Wilson by eight votori. The ori.gln- 
al majority o£ Gilmour was six.

To the People of British Colunibia: 

Having to-day been notified by tlie 
Hon. .Mr. Scott, secretary of slate, that 
confuleiitial corresiiondeiict? between my- 
self and the Dominion goverumout would 
lie laid before parliament, I now feel C't 
liberty to publisli the letters referred to 
in my open letter to you of the 25tli June 
last. Mr. Sc-ott is reported as Haying in 
tlie Senate tliat ho wrote to me, not ns 
a member of the government, but ns a 
person'nl friend. Senator Scott wn.s 
never at any time such a friend of mine 
as to warrant his ^v^iting friendly conti- 
dentia.1 letters to me. And if he means 
to have it undorsto.id tliat tlie letters 
hereunder wore written entirely on his 
own initiative, without the knowledge or 
consent of the Premier or other mem- 
hcvs of tlie Dominion government, I do 
not tliinl; that lie will find many to be- 
lieve him. It is an absurd statement on 
the face of it that a secretary of state 
sliould interfere witli an official action 
of n lieutenant-governor and give him 
siH'cilic directions a-s to his oilicial dtities, 
without consultntiou witli otlior mem- 
bers of tlie cabinet. However, the let- 
ters will speak for tliemselves. In 
August of last year, after tho resignation 
of Mr. Martin nud the consequent criti- 
cal position in wliich tlie Semlin govern- 
ment was siiiiposed to lie, Messrs. JalT- 
ray and Co.x came out to Victor:«. They 
interviewed uie within a weelc or so of 
one another, and both of these gentle- 
men were much exercised lest Mr. Mar- 
tin should regain [lowor. They urged 
upon ine tli.it it was advisable that Mr. 
^Inrtiii should be kept out of power at 
all liazai-ds. It si> haiipeued that at. that 
time 1 myself was urg-ing upon my tlien 
ministers the advisability <)t' iiieeting tin." 
legislature oi- of appealing to tlie peo])le. 
Sliiirliy a!';;'r the return of Mi'ssrs. .lafl'- 
ray and Cox to Eastern Cnimda, 1 re- 
ceived the letter from tlie Secretary of 
State, dated tho IlOtli -Vugust last. 
Oliielly ns ii result of that letter I went 
to Ottawa a few weeks later. While 
there, among other things, I iigain of- 
fered to resign my position and re-enter 
political life. At tne same time I 
warned Sir Wilfrid Lnurior tliat his 
g(.vcriinient was fast losing ground in 
tlie West. A(!ter 1 returned to A'ictoria 
the (U'I'eat of the (.Jreeiiway goveniiiieiit 
occurred in JIaiiitoba. Tii rejil.v to i\ 
letter of mine referring to this, Sir Wil- 
frid wrote to iiic on tlie — .ird December 
last, saying that lie would lie glad if I 
would point out to Iilm liow the situation 
could be improved. This I tried to do in 
my letter to him of tlie lird .Tanuao" lust, 
Tlie next letter of the series hereunder 
is dattnl tlie l^tli April last, an<l is from 
Mr. Scott. 1 had adhered strictly to tJu; 
directions given in his letter of tlie ^Otli 
August last, in the matter of leaving it 
to ni.v ministers to fix the date of sum- 
moning the legislature — and this cer- 
tainly involved Ihe question also of iix- 
ing tlie dnto of ni; olec-tion. I under- 
stood that I was not to interfere in any 
wa.v with my ministers in any matter 
involving u. question of time in regard to 
matters wiUiiii their jurisdiction. Of 
course, the ride 'was now to be applied to 
Mr. Martin instead to !Mr. Semlin— 
and aptiarentl.v that quite nlteVed the 
^•alue of tlie rule, in the opinion of the 
Secretary of State. He complained, not 
that I had dismissed the Semlin goverii- 
inoiit, but because I had not endeavored 
to form a government out of the material 
in the house (as if a Ii<'uteiiaiit-governor 
ha<l the jiersoiial direction of the fonua- 
tioii of a goveniineiit!); because a coali- 
tion seemed jiossible and had not taken 
lilace: because so long a tiiiw was jier- 
mitted to elapse before completing the 
personnel id: the government (not ns long 
a time as was taken in completing the 
personnel of tho Daurier government); 
i)(>cauKe my ministers were new and un- 
tried men. As pointed out in m.v olllcial 
reply of the 1.5tli May last, already pub- 
li.shed,'! had no official right to interfere 
in matters of this kind. T had a right, 
however, to, interfere when the Semlin 
government' was -defeated and •svould 
iieltlior resign nor go before tho people. 
TIio provincial press almost unanimously 
apjirovod of the dismissal of tlie Semlin 
government. Yet tliat same press is 
npparenti.v ^villing to-day to uphold Sir 
A^'^ilfrid. who has alleged the dismissal 
of tiie Semlin govornnient as the reason 
for my dismissal. This, however, is 
merely in line with the inconsistency and 
injustice of tlie treatment accorded me 
in connot-ition with the whole affair.

Jly Dear Mclnnes',— Since Martin loft 
the governineiit, rumors Iiave been alioat 
that lie intended "carrying the TOir into 
-Vffica," and to accoinplisli that feat bis 
friends were pressing for an earlier 
ineoting of the legislature, that lie might 
make his attack. 1 presume that the 
members of your government have no 
intention of giving Martin the opportu- 
nity he would like l)y calling the legis- 
lature before the usual time of meeting, 
and your ministers are the proper judges 
of the time to summon the assembl.v — 
keeping, of course, within the year's 
limit. 

I was glad that the charges made 
again.st you by tlie 1'urnor government 
fell Hilt, and outside of the ne^vspaper 
discu-ssion,' your action did not ovoko 
much criticism in parliament. Still, it 
must be ndmitteil that the course you 
took in getting rid ot tlio Thinier goveni- 
nicut was a little more drastic tlian that 
usually adopted undct* similar conditions. 
I should not, however, like to see you 
repeat so dashing a method of changing; 
your advisers. It is always better to 
leave to representatives of the people in 
tin? assembly the delicate question of 
deciding whether the advisers of the 
lieutenant-governor have the confidence 
of the country. 

I was glad to got your report on the 
Atlin distrlbt. It is Ukoly to prove a 
rich field for the miner. I note that it is 
stated that the Alien Act has rather re- 
tarded than h«^iped tho development of 
the district, and that it Is in contem- 
plation to repeal the act next session. 
Its repeal would remove one of tlie 
grievances now being developed at 
AA'osliington, and one which is likely to 
be brought before tho joint commission 
wlion they meet again.

Their Hands. 



Native City of Tien Tsin Re- 
ported Captured by 
Allies. 



Admiral [Seymour Wounded by 
a Sharpshooter— Incessant 
Fighting. 



London, July 5.— (2:;iO a. m.)— The 
commanders of the rtilies in Tien Tsin 
infonii the correspondents that it would 
be suicide to reach I'ekin with the troops 
now available, in the face of the colossal 
force of imperiiil troops and Boxers 
occupjing the counti-y between Tien. Tsin 
and Pekin. So far from taking the 
offensive, the 12,000 international troops 
at Tieu Tsin and the S,OU0 others at 
Taku jind intennediato points can barely 
keep up conimunicaLion, lighting inces- 
santly with overwhelming numbers, 
using far more i>umerou« artillery pieces 
than the allies. - 

This telegram has been receivetl: 

" Shanghai, July 4.— Tien Tsin city fell 
lietweou T and 8 o'clock on the morning 
of June 30." 

It is understood that Slianghai un- 
doubtedly referred to the native city oC 
Tien Tsin, from whicli the Chinese liavo 
been bombarding the foreign quarter, 
and the despiitch is talien to mean that 
the allies are more than holding their 
own there. Otlier advices received by 
way of Sha*igbni aver tliat the Chinese- 
losses around Tieu Tsin,., are l;ietween.

'The same afternoon the 
Hoxers attenipti'd to recapture Lefa, 
which was gnrrisored by sturdy blue- 
jai.-kets. eoininanded by I.ieut. Colomb. 
The Hoxers used four Kiius, tiring- pieces 
of old iron, and were reiuilsed wiUi the 
less of ,S0 killed. Two of tliP nuns were 
captured. Lieut. Colomb was wounded. 
These various assaults show an organ- 
i'/ed aud siinultaiieoiis attempt alouf; tlu! 
whole line of Vice-Admiral Seymour's 
couimniiications. 

The imperial troops seem to have first 
joined tlie Boxers .Tuiu' 1.S, when the 
international forci^s were movinfr out of 
Laiif-'fani,' to repel aa attack. The sup- 
posed Boxers were discovered to be a 
force of 5.0(10 men, mostly Gen. YunK 
I'lih Siaii's ini[)erial troops. After two 
hours' -ievere lit,ditin^' the Chinese bolted, 
leavim: 4(lit or ."lOO dead. When the 
interna tional forces attacked the -arsenal 
live miles above Tien Tsin. on .luiM 
•J2, tlie British and American 
marines cariied the Chinese entrench- 
ments at tlio t)t)iut of the bayonet in mag- 
iiilicent style, splendidly supported by tlio 
Germans, " who cros-cd the river lower 
down and captured six guus, which they 
promptlv turned on the fleeing enem.v. 
The arsenal was found to bo extremely 
well supplied with all imaginable war 
stores, including many Krnppa and 
Maxims, thousands ol modern rifles and 
tone of ammunition and ajnall arms. The 
Chinese tenacity was shown In their at- 
tempt, during the afternoon, to re-ea])- 
ture the arsenal, hut they were repulsed 
after two hours' deeperato fmlitin;,'. It 
wois then that Commander Buchholtz, of 
tlie Kaiserin Augusta, was killed. The 
rest of the despatch is brnctically a repeti- 
tion of Vice-Admlral Seymour's diary, as 
cabled June 30. 

A special despatch from St, Petersburg 
says Vice-Admiral .iUexioff's offloial an- 
noimcemcnt of the Impossibility of ad- 
•vancing on Pekin without rc'iiiforcements 
nmi the necessity of pontoons and stores, 
has caused despair, sm it is regarded as 
tantamount to abandoning the Euro- 
peans. 

Shauirhai. .inly 4.— A niessa^re from 
Sir Kobert Hart, the inspeetor--eiieraI of 
Cl.stoms, dated I'ekiii. Monday, .rune '2.). 
reiterates that tin- situation was very 
desperate. The Oliiiiese troops were 
shelliu'-' the British !of,'ation, where all 
members of the diplomatic body had coii- 
gre^'ated. 

All the viceroys of the Yang if 
Kiam; reu'ioii have determineil to keep 
the peace. 'I'he f;overnor of thc^ province 
of Chekian;: alone js showint; anti- 
foreign tendencies. 

Sliaughai is safe. The protecting 
force is inc^j-easiiig in str(Ml^'tl^ daiiy. but 
uneasiness is felt at ITiing Chow, capital 
of the province of Chekianir. 

With the view of oniphasizini: liis 
agreement with the F.uropeaiis, Viceroy 
Lin has stoppi-d mounting guns on tlie 
Yang Tse Kiang forts. He has also 
slopped other anli-foreiga war prepar.v 
tions, and has refused to assist I.i Ting 
lling with troops for the north. He 
accused the latter of being the eause of 
tlio Oeimaus' taking of Shaiig Ting. 
Oonseriuontlv Li Ping Tliiig lias left

London, .Tnly 4.— The admiralty has 
received a despatch from Vice-Admiriil 
Ftevmonr, dated Tien Tsin. Saturday. 
.Tune 30. .\fter repeating the news from 
Pekin of the destruction of all the lega- 
tions except the British. French, Ger- 
man nnd pnrt,<>f the Russian, he.adds: | 



" The Europeans have gathered in tlio 
Britisli legation. They have provisions, 
but the ammunition is scarce. One gate 
of the city near the legation is hold by 
the Europeans with guns captured from 
tlie Chinese. Five of the iiiarine guard 
h.ave been killed and an ollicer wounded. 

'• There is not uiuch sickness at 
present. The Chinese inundated the 
country near hero yestordav from the 
grand canal, the object probably being 
for the dofoiice of the city from the 
south. It docs no injury to us. Our 
general lioalth is good." 

Taku, .Tune 20. via .Shanghai, .7nly .'5, 
Loudon, ,Tuly 4.— A leconnoitering party, 
under Lieut. Iveyes, of the toiiiedo-boat 
Kanie, captured and destroyed the new 
city anrl the pert 12 miles from Taku, on 
.iuiie 28. There was little opposition. 
Two bluejackets were injurwl by an ex- 
plosion, and many Chinese were kilhsd. 

The river is clear from Taku to Tien 
T>in, with the exception of a few suhken 
tow boats and lighters. 

In the second attack upon the east 
ai^^enal on .Tune 27. the Russians retired 
for reinforcements. A force of British, 
one company of Goimniis niid 30 Ameri- 
ca as then engaged the enemy, who, with 
four guns, made a determined rcsistanco 
until tJie whole allied force supported the 
artillery. The allies advancoil and 
stormf: the west end of the arsenal. 
l"in; ; ..,Tiese were Killed. Lack of 
cavalry prevented the capture of the 
whole force. As soon as tlie allies had 
oi'cupii^d ilie lii-senal, 1.500 imperial 
troops made a flank attack from the city. 
The British and the Russian guns drove 
thom back. 

The British casualties numbered 5 
killed and 21 wounded. The Americans 
had 1 wounded, while the Russians lost 
17 killed and wounded. 

Berlin, ,Tuly l.—A telegram from 
Shanghai says llie British legation at 
Pekin was still besieged on .Inly 1, but 
the (kill- .liily 1 is (piestioiied. 

The (hM'inaii eensul at Chei' i'oo, tele- 
graiihing- on Tuesday. .Inly ,'!. afler re- 
iterating that General Tung I'u i^i Sian 
and i'riiii.- 'i"ii;in li.ave seized the entire 
powiM- at Pekin, nm'ier the motto, " Kx- 
lerniinate the foreig.iers," says: 

" The Governor of Shan Tung is at 
Tsin Tiaii ^villi S.OOO troops, ostensibly 
lor the purpose of resisting a (Jeriiiaii 
attack from 'iViii Tiaii. About 13,0<J0 
of his troops arc on the frontier of 
Chihili. . 

This concentration is regarded with 
much suspense and interest. 

Another Cheo Foo despatch, dated to- 
day, says all missionaries from Chin 
Ning are on their way to Tsin T'iaii. 

-V despatch from Canton, dated Tnes- 
ilay, .Inly 15, gives the gist of two edicts 
of the Dowager Kmijress, dealing with 
the ISoxers. the attack of t^ie ^reign 
powers on China, and 'he hitter's jiosi- 
rioii. 'l^Ue edicts declare tl'at reconeilia- 
lion with the ('l;risti;uis, against wliinn 
the whole natiim, iiieluding the princes, 
milit.'iry ollicials and nobles were united 
and are now stamping them out, is quite 
impossible. Tl is asserted that the pow- 
ers began tlie lidit by Die nllaek on 
Taku. thereby enhancing the bitter feel- 
ing against all foreigners, saying that 
any attempt to .suppress the people 
would be„' dangurpus, afid adding: 
" Therefore it seems expedient at present 
to utilize the anti- foreign movement." 

One oflict avers .uat the Dowager 
Empress is ready to protect the legations 
at Pekin. " But it remains to be seen," 
says the Dowager. " whether the foreign- 
ers ()r Chinese are the stronger. In any 
case, all the governors should imme- 
diately enroll troops for ib," defence of 
the districts, as they will be held respon- 
sible for loss of territory." 

New York. .Tuly 4. — .\ desiyatch to the 
rtorald from Shanghai, dated July 3, 
says: 

" The following imperial decree, dated 
P(ddn, ,Tune 25, has been sent by 
courier to Pao Ting Fu, and thence telo- 
giai)hed broadcast: 

" ' Wo are now warring with the 
foreigners. Boxers, patriots and people, 
eombinod with the government troops, 
have been victorious in battles witJi our 
foriMgn enemies. We have already sent 
an imperial commissioner to transmit the 
imperial praise and exhortations to re- 
p(>at the successes. There must be men 
of similar patriotism and bravery in all 
I lie provinces of the empire. We there- 
fore commnnfl all viceroys and governors 
to enlist such and organize them into 
troops. Let this decree be sent to all 
"Hiciols In the empire at the rate of 200 
miles per day.' 

" I'ligh Chinese oHlcials hero stated to- 
il ay that they had rccoiveil a message 
from Pekin saying that 24 hours would 
decide the fate of the remaiuing lega- 
tion.'!. 

" Reports from the surrounding coun- 
try show that proclamations urging the 
massacre of foreigners and native Chris- 
tians have been posted on walls of 
missions."

In explaining the thangi' ye.>l.'rday 
SiUH^riiuemleiit .iasper t~aid that the board 
of siiperintemlents nu'rely passed a re- 
solution suggesting Iho change. Prin- 
cipals were not;proliibited fnmi leaching 
the vertical tiystem, .Mr. .Iasper said, but 
the majority of llieiu would probably go 
back to the old shuit sy.stoin of writing. 
M'riting books or copy bool<s containing 
the old system would be provided by the 
board of superintendents. 

"After investigation," said Mr. Jasper, 
"we I'ound that business people were op- 
posiHl to employing p(!r8ons who had been 
taught to write by the vertical system. 
It is good enough for use in libraries, 
but nut in commercial life. It was a 
fad that got into our schools like many 
ottier., fads that have crept in. I'm 
strongly opposed*to all of these fuda." 

Of the 040 girls who passed success- 
fully Uio examinations for admission to 
the Normal college this mouth the great 
majority are .rows. More than five-si.vths 
of tbe whole iiiiiiiher came from the pub 
lie ficliools, of which for many years past 
the best scholars have been of that race 
chictly. 

The names of these girls indicale the 
great variety of iialionalitien now mak- 
ing up the popiiialiuii of New York. L'o- 
liiih Jewish uaincs are numerous and all 
the' dilTerent countries from which of 
late years has conn,' so large a .Tewisli 
imniigralioii are Tcprcrionted in tlio list. 
Next come Irish naiues, but relatively 
their number is not great, and of tho 
purely English there are comparatively 
few. Scandinavian iiainen are noliceahle. 
Considering the large Italian population 
iiovv here, the small number of girlH re- 
presenting that race would be surprising 
if it were not that tho great mass of 
tliese Italians are still uowcomcro. Even- 
tually, douhtJess, we shall see such names 
frequent among the more proficient 
soliolars of the public schools. Aln^ady 
they are beginning to appear in the lists 
of tlio. more .adroit politicians of the 
towns, and as time goes on wo shall have 
lo count more and more with the subtle 
Italian intellect in our politics. 

It is the Jews, however, who jiri.' im- 
proving tlie advantages of the public 
schools most industriously and most ef- 
fectively, and from them the boys and 
girls pa.ss to the free colleges beyond, 
wlii-re they are always m powerful 
f ( J ree. 

or about eight hundred gradually from 
the public schools admitted to the J'reo 
city toUege for hoys, the vast majority 
also are of the Jewinb race, the propor- 
tionate number of other races being 
smaller than among the girls avlniitted to 
the Normal C(dlege. English names are 
even rarer than among the girls, but re- 
latively there are more Italian, though, 
p(u-haps, ^ fewer Irish names. 

TbuH it liappons that tho supply of 
teachers and for the professions is com- 
ing so largely from the Jowisli race.

Although China has two 
er of tlictie is known as the Imperiiil 
army. There is an army for eacli prov- 
ince. This body, known as the Army of 
Eight Banners, contains nominally about 
three hundred tliousand men, who are 
descond.'int.s of the Mnnchu comiuerors 
aud their alliiw. Of these about eighty 
Ihousaud are iiiaintiiined on a war foot- 
ing, and are divided into three g^ronps, 
Mongols, Chiiuso and MauchtiN, and form 
an hereditary profw^sioii within whicii 
internian-iage is compulsory. Of tlieeo 
hereditary soldiers about four tliousand 
are usually stationed at I'okiu as an Im- 
perial Guard. 

Tlio national army is called Y'ingp.Tug. 
'i^lios body is known a« tho "(h-een 
Flags" aud tho "Five Gamps," it being 
divided into live distinct parts. 'Xliis 
army is sub-divided into eighteen conis, 
one for each province, nnd is under the 
immediate command of the Govenior- 
General or Viceroy. T!ie nominal 
strength of this national army is about 
six hundred thousand, but of this num- 
ber only .about two hundred thousand are 
available for war. The Tien Tsin nrmy 
coriw is the moKt important and h.ns about 
thirty-live thousand men. These liave 
been drilled by foreign olliccrs, nud have 
modeiTi arms and equipment, nnd <1() gar- 
rison and police duty nt Tien Tsin and 
at Taku. Tlic "mercenary troops" play 
ail important part in the Chinese mili- 
tary H.vstem. They are raised in onier- 
goncies. Thou there are the Jlongolian 
cavalry and other irregular cavalry, num- 
bering about twenty thousand, which 
have been dencrihed by foreign obeervera 
as "of no military value." The total 
land arm.v on a peace footing is estimated 
at three hundred thousand men, and on 
a war footing at about a million; but tlie 
army as ;i whole, according to the sumo 
authority, has no unity or cohesion; there 
is no i>roi)c-r discipline; tJio drill U more 
pli.vsical exercise; the weapons are long 
since obsolete, and there is no transport, 
commissariat or medical service. There 
are. Ihough, sevornl arsenals maintaiiiod 
by difl'i n.nt provineet; where war mater- 
ial in tho shape of gnus and amninnitioii 
is niadt! and stored. Tin? largest of these 
arnenals is at Shiiiigliai. and is modern 
in its equipment, being organi/.id liy 
Europeans and in charge of two Englisli- 
nien; tho other nr.sonnis are tlux^o of 
Tien Tsin, Nnnldng, Hankow, Foocliow. 
Canton nnd Chingtu. At many of those 
absolutely useless Wttr material is turned 
oiit— fitting component parts of what 
goes to make up a useless military or- 
ganization.

We have passed 
through tlio sainc \v:itoi-s of alDictioii, 
and can form some Uh'H of the? ffoliuh's 
of our iioiKhbors in tUolr calamity. Like 
tlu> Victoria accident, that at Tacomu 
came in the midst of holiday festivities. 
The city was turned from joy inin 
mourning. Those who wore liiUeil ami 
those wlio lire siilTeriiiK from their in- 
juries were in the pursuit of iiinoeeiit 
lileasure. This luakos it doubly hard. 
There Is notUng that can be said tluit 
■will in any way lighten the severity of 
the blow that has fiiHon on Tacoina, but 
wi> eau extend to the people of tliat city 
the heartfelt sympathy of the whole of 
Vietorin. The iicciilent was the sole 
topic of couversiition yesterday, and ex- 
pressions o£ regret were universal.

IN CHINA. 



It is probably only too true, as reported 
fr. ui SbMUfl iii. that nil the foreigners in 
I'ekin have been liilled. If the news that 
has been received recently is anything 
like correct, it is hardly possible that the 
Eur.ipeans can have escaped death. 

China has declared war against the 
•world. UTiis is what Uie slaughter of the 
inenibi'ifi of the foreign iegatione amount.'* 
to. The event Is of such tremendous ini- 
porcauce that one hardly knows how to 
ccniineut -upon it. 

The statement is made that there are 
140,000 Chinese imperial troops between 
Pekin and Tien Tsin. Of these over 
90,000 are said to be iidvaneinj,' on Tien 
Tsiu, wliere there are about 20,0tKJ for- 
eign troop.s of all nationalities. It tlie 
'Jatter hold their ground and ffivo battle, 
they may be able to make a succctwful re- 
tsistauce, provided their !in(!S of conimuiii- 
■catiou can bo kept open. Thin i.s likely to 
be a matter of great dilliculty, and lionci; 
retreat to the coast may be neees.sary. 
This Avill be exceedingly unfortunale. It 
will add fuel to the flames, A proelain- 
.ation has already gone broadcast through- 
out the empire, calling upon the jieople 
to rise iifiaiust tlio foreigner, and i£ u\y- 
ou this there comes the news of a re- 
treat of the allied forces, the feeling of 
tlio people will be aroused to such a pitch 
that there will be no possibility er re- 
straining them. 

No one has any idea of what a thor- 
-ouglily aroused Chma will do. We sup- 
pose that the supply of modem arms 
and munitions of war must bo compar- 
atirely small, but millions of I.uiatics 
may make up for any delic-iency in tliis 
rwpeet. It is slated in St. rcterslnirg 
that the Chinese army numbers I, ".'32,1)00 
men, and has 900,000 Mauser rillw. 

It is iinfortunato at this time the Brit- 
ish Empire has a war on its hands in 
South Africa; nevertliele.ss, this fact will 
not be permitted to interfere with Die 
discharge of the nation's duty in China. 
The great resources of the Indian army 
have not been drawn upon, and there will 
be no didlculty in furnishin;; a contin- 
gent criual to that supplied by any of 
•the other powers except Japan. It may 
Ibo that Canada may be asked to send 
■jnen across tlio Tacitic. If so, there will 
<io\ibtleiss be a ready response. We in- 
cline to the view that .Tapiin will rec(>^'- 
nize tliat her opportunity hiirt come, and 
will seek and lie {jmnted full permission 
by the European, powens. to discipline the 
iChinese, if she can. 



A FILIPINO OFFER. 

Tlie Filipinos are i»repared to make 
peace with the'.tJnitcd States, and they 
offer- . the v.followiiiis terms: They will 
pay back '- to "the United States the 
.f 20,000,000 paid to Spain; they will 
make ii perpetual trcaty of commerce 
with the Washington government; they 
will grant tilie United States whatever 
space is reasonably accessary for coaling 
stations out.-iido of the established cities; 
they will allow monopolies of no kind ou 
the ifilaiuls, and will give American citi- 
zens tiie same protection to life and 
property ns is extended to Filipinos; and 
tliey will discuss, any terms suggested by 
tiie United States that will not interfere 
with the liberty of individual Filipinda 
and the integrity of the Filipino national- 
ity. 

Thiis offer will not be accepted; but 
the Filipinos can make out a very good 
case, from ih" standpoint of tlie United 
States, why ii oii^'lit to be. Surely if it 
is a correct principle that " governments 
derive their authority from the, consent 
of the governed," it i« unfair for the 
United States to force upon the Filipinos 
the American brand of freedom; but 
our Knod iieiKhbors will lind that there 
are some thing's which sound well wlien 
said and look well when printed, that 
will not work out ih practice. 
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seems to be that only such legislation as 
Is imi>oriitivc shall be brought fonvard. 
It is, iiowever, worthy of consideration 
it the state of the voters' lists in some 
localities is not such as calls for imme- 
diate attention. 



THE VOTERS' LISTS. 

On several occasions recently the Colo- 
nist has lieiMi asked in say soiaethiii;,' in 
regard to the provincial volers' lists. The 
complaint that most -frequently reaches 
this onico is that on the lists of every 
ridiiitr, except ^'ictoria and New West- 
iiiinsler. which were revised last year, 
the names of many persons who are dead 
or peminriontly absent from the country 
appear. It is also objected that In the 
ICo(>ten;iy ridings the names of iiiiiny 
pers.Mis wlio are not ill point of fact 
liriiisli subjects are to be found. A 
r.liird objeclion is that under the present 
system a person so disposeil may vote at 
a number of polling booths in the same 
riding, and, if ho is not permanently resi- 
dent ill the country, may Ret beyond the 
reach of the law before nnythinf,' can 1h3 
done about it, or e^en the fact of his 
having done so becomes known. 

The necessity for a snillciently fre- 
(luent cancellation of the voters' lists to 
prevent the names of dead people and 
absentees from reinaininf,- upon tlioni will 
be adniilted. Tlie possibility of this is 
K'uanled against in those countries wliich 
require an annual registration by nil the 
voters. In such ca.ses tlie person eor- 
resiionding to our collector of votes starts 
out with a blank sheet every year, and 
only those persons who take the trouble 
to re.irister as voters enjoy the francliisi>. 
This necc.ssarily entails some little 
trouble, but if the franchise is not worth 
the trouble of regi.stering, it is worth 
nothing' at all. In Canada the general 
rule has been that once a name is placeil 
upon the list it remains there until re- 
moved for some cause. The system has 
its advantages, but ^^•e are not sure that 
they are not counterbalanced by the 
drawbacks above mentioned, namely, 
that iiaiiies of persons who cannot vote 
remain on the list, iiud this is always a 
temptation to personation. 

In regard to the presence on the lists 
of tlie names of aliens, there would be 
no dilliculty in guarding against tliis. If 
the law required that each applicant for 
registraUon should make an allldnvit that 
he is :i Britisli subject, we do not suppose 
that many aliens would take a false oath. 
We were not aware that very many 
aliens were registered until so iufonned 
by unquestionable authority that such 
was the cn.se in several of the Kootenay 
ridings. 

The facility which the present system 
gives for a dishonest person to vote twice 
or oftencr is plain enough from a mere 
statement of the case. The lists made 
up are for the riding as a whole, and 
when a person preseiUs Iiiniself at a 
polling booth and demands to be allowed 
to vote, the returning olUcer has no guide 
except the list, and if the applicant's 
name is thereon, he must allow him to 
exercise the franchise, subji'Ct, of course, 
t.) certain challen.ges. if there are ton 
or twenty polling booths in the same 
riding, the ollicer at each booth is pre- 
cisely in the same position as the one 
first applied to. He has no means of 
telling wb.o has voted elsewhere. Let 
us supi)ose the case of a man who was 
determined to elect a candidate in Soutli 
Victoria. There are five polling places 
in that riding. If he could get Ove men 
lo viile at each of these, they would cast 
Lweul.y-tive votes, which might very 
ec.sily turn an election. To be .sure they 
would be liable to a very heavy penalty, 
but circumstances are easily conceivable 
where they would take this risk. In 
Slocan riding there are eighteen pollirig 
booths. We are informed that a person 
so disposed could vote at each of those 
and gel out of the province before the 
votes were counted. Half a dozen evilly 
disposed persons might, therefore, easily 
elect a candidate at some elections in 
Slocan. even, against heavy odds. The 
remedy for this seems to be to require 
])orsons to registiu- as of a certain pre- 
cinct, and to compel them to vote tliero 
and nowhere else,, except after.. having 
had their vote regularly transferred by 
the returning otllccr. In the United 
States iiersons must vote in the precinct 
in which they are registered, but in New 
Rrunswick they may have their names 
transferred up to a certain time boforo 
the election. • 

We mention these matters because 
they seem to call for early consideration 
at the Iianils of the government and 
legislature. We do not know if it is the 
intention of tlio Attorney-General to deal 
with them at the coming session, ■ Pos- 
sibly it la not, as v .tlieii iiJiderstanding 



MORE COBRBSPONDEXOE.- 

Vffi Ittinit this- mpinine . certain corres- 
pondence between ex-Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor Mc'Innes and Senator Scott and Sir 
Wilfrid I^aurier. On learning that the 
Secretary of State proposed to lay the 
corresiiondence ou Uie table of the 
Senate, Mr. Mclnnes decidetl to give it 
to the press forthwith. , It is well wortli 
reading. The most important passage is 
in Senator Scnitt's last letter, where liii 
speaks of tiie iwsition of the late Martin 
admiuistration as " without any parallel 
ill the history of constitutional gorcrii- 
ment;" but it is all interesting, because 
it gives us an insight as to what was 
going on behind the scenes. 

fc'enator Scott aiipenrs very anxious to 
have it understood that liis letters were 
coiiluieiitial; but we cannot see that he 
was called upon to interfere in the mat- 
ter nt all. We are glad to know tlnit 
the iiiterfen nce was ,inof!lciiil. It wonlil 
lie insulTiTalile iC thi^i province were sul 
ject to ollicial interference from Ottawa 
as to bow its affairs should he carried on. 
T'liere may be many persons, who, like 
Mr, Mclnnes, may be unable to see the 
ilisliuction bidween such unollicial inter- 
ference anil the regular e.dlcial artiMe; 
but Senator Scott lays emphasis upon 
the distinction, and we are glad that ho 
recognizes it, otherwise it might have 
been necessary to characterize the in 
Inisiou of his views into the affairs of 
I'-ritisli t^ihinibia by some stronger word 
than ill-advised. 

The public will learn this inornhig for 
the first time that the failure of L'eu 
leuant-( lovernor Mclnnes to insist upon 
the house being called togollier in tin 
fall of last year, to relieve, if possible 
the disturbed business eondiUons exist 
iiig ill the province, was due to the ad- 
vice of Senator Scott, secretory of state 
for Canada, and that the Senator's in- 
ti-rference was due to a desire to prevent 
-Mr. .in.-~epli Marlin fnun gaining a politi- 
cal advantage. We do-no't know that 
any better proof thon this can be given of 
tlie wisdom of the rule, for which the 
Colonist contends, namelj', that federal 
ministers should leave provincial politics 
severely alone. 

While we condemn the Secretary of 
State for mixing hin.self up in the mat 
ter. and while the fact that ho did so 
undoubtedly rendered Lieutenant-Govor 
nor Jlclniies' position needlessly difllcult 
it dill not in any way justify the hitter's 
action in regard to Mr. Martin, and it 
was in coiulemnntion of this that the 
voters spoke wth such emphasis on the 
9th of June, and it was this that war- 
ranted his removal from olllce. Mr. Mc- 
lnnes' action in ISOS in dismissing the 
Turner ministry, taken in C(Uinecljon 
with tiie circumstances constituting tlie 
iiistory of the JJiortin ministry, showed o 
disregard of the fnadamcntnl prlndples 
of Kesponsible Government, -and his re- 
moval was imiierative, if the people were 
lo he restored to their constitutional 
rights. We think it material to keep 
ibis point to the front, however strongly 
we may feel on the subject of fwleriil 
interference, either offleijU or otherr^'isc, 
in provincial affairs.

Still tho tales of tragedy continue to 
come from Cape Nome. The last budget 
of advices, just received tell of six vio- 
lent deaths. There were two nuirders, two 
suicides, two i;idividual drowning and in 
the wreck of a sloop live lives were iost. 

On June 13 one of the unfortunates 
lured to that ovcrhoomed district by tlie 
tales of journals of saffron hue, coin- 
niitled suicide. AVith the terse obsorva- 
tiiin "There is nothing to it." L. M. 
AVoodward, of Phlladelpliin, stood on 
Xoine's beach aud sent a bullet into his 
brain. He appeared in poor health, and 
to fellow passengers he confuled the fact 
that he was practically M-itliout nieaiis. 
Once ashore be wamlcred down to the 
beaidi about two miles and proceeded to 
occnpv a claim from uliieh be was 
liron.ptly driven by anothrr iu-ospec!or. 
He bad' lianlly gone In-yuiul the coiilines 
of tlu' dispute'd premisis when lie placed 
a revolver to his he;id, hurling hnu-elr 
into eternity with the parting observa- 
tiiai. "There is iiolhiiig to it." 

On ihe same day, slaiiding on llii- grave 
of his SI. 11 ill Xome's guesoine cemetery, 
,1, 11 Aliirray, a Sau Kniniasraii, drank 
cai-bolic acid with fatal results, A ouiig 
Alurray went to I'.n-' district last suiniuer

father had ;ust a •rived iu the district and 
friiui the meager advicc« at hand, 11 
would appear ilial he knew nothing ot 
\w son's demise ui til after he reached 
Xome. The blow proved stronger tlian 
he could stand and he ended all. 

Ben King, rciiorted tt be a member of 
a promi.ieiit M intana family, in tt room 
over a Nemo saloou on Snake rivir, June 
ended' his life "With n bullet trom a 
:iS-calibre revolver.

Landing Parties Drive Back 
the Chinese With the 
Bayonet, 



Chinese Dead Number Hundreds 
—Chinese Torpedb Des 
troyer Captured. 



Dctu'ilB of the bombardment of the Tnku 
forts on either side of the mouth iC tlie 
Pel-ho river, by the vessels of the allied 
forces on the eiirly mornliiy of Buuduy, 
June 17, were rL-ouivi'd by the steamer 
iilojuu Miiru, which xeuched this port yes- 
terday from the Orient. She Hailed from 
Yokotanin three days after the capture of 
the Tiikii forts. 

It Kceins lliut, It haviiif beeu reported to 
the commauders of the ulUed llcets that 
torpedos bad been laid by the Chinese at 
the mouth of the Pei-ho, the waterway 
leading to Tleu Tslii, whence communlcii- 
tlou Is liiul with the Chinese capital, auJ 
that troops were heluj; massed ou shore 
near the forts, the commanders held a 
mectlui; ou the Itussluu war ship Korcjetz, 
whose cmiiiiiander. Capt. UubrowolsUI, was 
the senior oniuer of I lie Ileet. It was tlie;i 
decided lu tend an uUlmatoni to the CUl- 
uese In charge ol l)u- furts. The Cliluese, 
ou tile receipt of the nlilniatuni of the 
powers, asUed fur time to cousider it, anil 
they were allowed uutU i: p.m. ou the 17i!i. 

Fearmy uu hostile move ou the part of 
the tons uutd an answer had boeu sent 
ou the following afternoon, a uuuiher of 
the gunboats-Japanese correspondeats aien- 
tlou of the lirltlsh gnuboat Algerlue, the 
Gcrmau gnahoat Itlls, U. S. S. Iklorktou, 
BusBluu ship Kurojetz, and Japanese guu- 
boat i»iago— were lying at anchor Inside thi' 
bar at the mouth of tUe river. All were 
%vittaiu two tbousand yards of the forts 
wblcU commttiid the entrance to tbe river 
from cither side. Some of tUe correspon- 
dents bold that they were even nearer. 

That tbcy were so close In to tbe mouth 
of the river Is explained by tbe correspou- 
dents by tbe fact tbat they lay there to be 
lu easy access to the railway station at 
Vong-ku, to guard wlihdi a party of mixed 
troops, U3U in nuiiiuer, had been landed 
the day before. This party, who were 
entrusted with the task of guarding the 
station, were made ui> of Japanese, 
landed from tlie Japanese torpedo depot 
ship TayahashI; i;iO Uernnins and 180 Uus- 
Eliius. This force had barely taken up 
their position nt the Tong-kn station, wliou 
thry lieard the booming of the Chinese guns 
from the forts. 

Without a word of warning tlie Chlnesi! 
had opened lire on the gunboats that lay 
so well wltliln range. One Japanese cor- 
responilent aftlruis that some of these 
were without steam euougli to slip their 
cal)les, and run out of the zone of lire from 
the land batteries. Had the practice of 
the C'liinesn giiunerae been as good wiieu 
thoy began firing as it afterwards became, 
some of the vessels would. In all probability 
have been destroyed. As It v.'as, several 
were severely danniged. The Algerhie and 
Itils both suffered severely In their elTorls 
.to get out of the rauge of tlie Jiipaiies.'- 
Chinese gunners, and the Uusslan vessels 
OUgflk, which was outside the bar aud 
afterwards Joined In the bomhardmunt; 
and the Korcjetz, more particularly tli<' 
latter vessel, were badly damaged. A shell 
exploded In one of tbe cabins on the Kore 
iQtz, liiUiug no less than fifteen. Tbe U. S. 
S. Yorktou and the Jopanese gtinboat 
Atago were not mentioned in the casualty 
report and it la presumed they escaped 
• without injury. The Yorkton did not 
afterwards enter the engagement, 

^^'bea the gunboats bad stcnmcd outside 
the bar th<> vessels begun u terrible bom- 
bardment of the forts from a position taken 
up by tliem olf the mouth of the river. 
Tbe scene presented by the early mi)ra.iig 
liombardmont Is described by the correspon- 
dents as a most thrilling one, the many 
searehllglils of the bombarding licet iind tiio 
fortg with their liuersectlug lines of light, 
the sombre Khadows from which was shown 
lntermltteiitl.\- the sniUlen Hashes of the 
batteries, the swishing shells, anil the res- 
onant booming of the big guns all going to 
make the bombardment a thrilling spi'ctae- 
nlar as well as terribly elleetlve display. 
I'or clos(^ nil seven hours the bonibanl- 
ment continued. It coinmeiiced with the 
firing of the Chinese at 1 a.m. and llalsheil 
fihortl.v befnre S a.m., when the Chinese 
guns had all been silenced. 

Among the warships known that tool; 
part in the bombardment, were the Alger- 
liie, British; French gunboat Lion; Japa- 
nese Atago; German Itlls; Uusslan vessels 
Giljak, Kohr and Korojetz, and torpedo 
destroyers Fame and the Wldtlng of th" 
lirltlsh. To the latter little lighting m:i- 
chines belongs the honor of having captur- 
-ed the Chinese torpedo boat destroyers 
Hai-iung, Hai-n}u and Hal-Holia. The four 
Chinese gunboats were lying near thi- 
jnonth of tbe Pel-ho at sncUor, and th 



the bomhnrdlng fleet. He did not enter 
the lighting, but when rcipicsted hy tvie 
allk's, put nut his tires. The four to'rppdu 
boat, destroyers, fhoa^*h,rbep«u firing on tbe 
t'orabardiug .vcsstis with tlielr three-poun- 
Ue.- (jdlck-lbring guns, wUth wliieh they are 
nrmcd. The Fame and Whltlug were 
ordered to engage lliem, and there was u 
ninnliig llj;lii; whidi l.-isted for some time, 
anil In which the Chinese destroyers were 
badly used uj), jjjhJ unmbers of their c-ews 
killed. The Fjjiie was struck in a few 
places and the 'Wliltiiig snileri'd .-oiiiider- 
ably. She received a sheiJ, In one of her 
boilers from oue of the Chinese destroyers 
which, at the writing of the correspou- 
deut, hud uot exploded. All four destroyers 
llually struck their colors, and were cap- 
tured by tbe British. 

During the bombardment also two Bri- 
tish lauuchps, wbi-ih were nnchoted In tbe 
I'ei-ho river near the mouth, were sunk by 
vagrant eIicIIs. Their crews, which were 
mostly Chinese, were ail thought to have 
reaclKHl the shore. 

Of the bombarding vessels, while the loss 
of life was not great, there were a number 
of casu.iltles. The totals were I'stlmated at 
lil killed and 5" wounded. The greatest 
loss occurred ou the Korejetz, where, by 
the explosion of a shell ii cabin was wreck- 
ed, and Its occupants and others that were 
-joar liy, killed. The total Uusslan loss 
was 10 killed and 45 wounded. The Britlso 
loss was one kllle<l and four wounded; Ger- 
man, three killed, sevei. ivmniiled, and 
Freneli. I killed, 1 wounded. The gunboats 
Algerlne and Iill.s were both Injured by 
the practice of the Chinese batteries whlfe 
they were- getting oat from their position 
Inshore, ami the fJilJak. of the Uiisslans. 
was badly damngcd. She was pierced by 
shells below the' water line and loak< il con- 
siderably. The Korejetz was leaking In 
SIX places. AH four vessels would liave to 
be docked. 

After the guns hnu been silenced In the 
forts, the allies made nh atr.ack by laiui, 
which caused great carnage, The Jaiia- 
ne.i?o, Gerinnu and Busslan trt^ps, whicli 
bad been put ashore on the ICth, to gnavd 
Tong-ku stiUb.n attacked tbe square fort, 
and co-operating with Ihem, landing forces 
were put ashore from the allied ships ou 
the point fronting tbe last fort. A party of 
ItusKlaiis also landed to the northward. The 
troops from Tong-ku and those landing on 
tlie point were opposed by larg" numbers 
i>( Chinese troops. lint \hc flitiiese were 
scon driven hack. The Japanese, Germans 
and Uussl.ins made a lirllli int atliu'k on the 
S(iuare fort, driving tlio Chliicsi' '-ui'k with 
great loss, at the point of ili, liayonet. 
Tlndr assault Is desc-rlbnl as a most Im- 
petuous one. They earrleil Ihe space in 
front of the forts with a rash, and tlien 
sealed the walles with btimboo ladders, des- 
Idte the opposition of the remaining gar- 
rison. 

In front of the forts the lamllng parties 
from the ships were also dIspiTsliig the 
riihipse at Ihe point of the bayonet, killing 
iiundreils. After the llrst charge of these 
troops the Chinese broke and fled north- 
ward, leaving hundreds dead on the fleld. 
As they lied, it seems they ran Into a 
party of Russians, landed above the forts, 
and the fugitives were terribly cut up by 
the Unsslaus. Some correspondents place 
the number of Chinese killed at 400, while 
tunny others estimate the loss of life at a 
iiiiicli higher flgare. 

The forts when occupied soon afterwards, 
presented a very devastntcii appearance. 
Tlioy were badly demollRhed from the lire 
of the heavy guns of th>' warships. 
Amongst the ruins were scattend the gaily 
arrayed Chinese soldiers, lying where deatli 
had found them. Deail were strewn 
everywhere. The carnage Is said to ha\'e 
been awful. 

A Japanese paper In detailing, the bom 
bardmeni, says: "Tills Is the tlrst time in 
the hlstor.v of Japan where her troops have 
fought .side by side with those of Euro- 
pean nations, and we are glad to thlnl; 
that thc.v have found an occaslou to dis- 
tlnguisli themselves so signally."

'Then there is the bank fishery, pursued 
iu schooners, which go to the great banks 
of Ne>rtoundland, thocie vast submarine 
plateaux — veritable "cod-ineadows," 
awannlng,'with great fish, which extend 
for six hundred miles, and in part only 
a day's sail from the southern and west- 
ern coast. Anchored 'in ,theVrough .seas 
which Toll' over these 'shallows, the 
schooners lie riding, while the crews, in 
their light "dories," set bait, aud haul 
their trawlu, returning to port once, twice, 
thrice during the season to uidoad tho 
summer's catchj to be "made," i.e., salted 
and dried, ashore. Many of the "bank- 
ers" are very beautiful schooners, and 
the hardy fellows that man them' kiiow 
much of the perils of the deep. 

Lastly, there is the Labrador fishery, 
pursued on the bleak and etorm-smitteu 
coast of Labrador, iu sclioonors and 
larger craft, which go down there as 
soou as the Arctic ice cleair; awiiy iu 
spring, and return as late in tho autiitnn 
as the short northern season will permit. 
A hard fight for bread is that of the 
Labrador fisheraen, and many and great 
are the risks he undergoes. Tho "price 
of fish" is toil, privation, peril, and often 
death. It would be well for us some- 
times to remember tliis. The prayer for 
those in peril on the sea is always ap- 
proiiriute: 

'■ b'or men must work aud women must 
.weep.

Gilbert wanted Miss Steer to play 
Galatea according lo his ideas; Miss 
f5teer, having views of her own, desired 
to enforce them. Kesult— strike on the 
part of -Mr. Gilbert, who forthwith with- 
drew lo his Marrow retreat and sent a 
tiilhertiau letter to the press, informing 
the public of bis deleriiiination to have 
notluug to do \vith the matter. 

The two plays were produced last 
Thursday evening witliotit .Mr. Gilbert's 
state iiianagi'iiieiit, and, strange to say, 
proved b.gbiy succissful, for the audieuco 
seemed t<» like .Miss .Meer's interpreta- 
tions as much as if she had been favored 
with tho invaluable assistance of the 
great author. 

But -Mr. Gilbert is apparently not dis- 
po.^ed to allow tho matter to rest. He 
has retired from the enterprise, but does 
not propose to allow his voice to be lost 
iu the wilderness, for on the day after 
the production Miss Steer was surprised 
to receive the following letter:

'L'ncomii, July 4. — Tacoma'i? memory of 
July 4, lOCK), w-ill bear the uiouniruJ 
burden of tlif most appalling uccddout in 
all her, municipal career. 

At 8:15 o'clock, ■morning car No. 110. 
of the Edison Electric line, juiniied tlie 
rails at Uil- south emi of Doliii street 
bridge, au<l leaped tltrougli si)ace into tho 
gulch sixty feet below. 

Twenty-nine men, women and children 
were Ijillod outright, and many of tho 
otli: r puHseiigei s on the car were injured. 
It i.s chartred. but not coiilirined. that the 
moioruiau wtis drunk. 

St. JoSL-ph'ij and the Kaiiny I'aildock 
liospitais' accident w.irds are lillcd witli 
survivors of the wreck. 

TJiere Avere uver a liumlreil persons on 
the car, and tlie latet<t reitorts .show -I'l 
dead and 00 injured. 

Car No. 11(> w-as under control oi 
Moturmaii. F. L. Boeliti and Conductor 
J. D. Calliouu. The latter died from iii- 
teriitil injuries while iieiiig t.'ikeii lu tlie 
huf^pital, and .Motariiian Hoclin lies at the 
lioripital, but will recover. 

To a survivor, .Motoiiiian Boelm said 
the TCiison he lost control ot the car was 
beeatise the fiLse liad burned out by his 
reversiuj; tlie current. 

Seldom, if ever, in the entire Xortinvocit 
has a more terrible sc-ene been witnesBcd 
than at this moruimi^s accident — tlie 
awfulnees of death had assumed its 
most horrible form. All about, far down 
in the aodden grosa of the 1,'iilch, and 
tiilou the brinks above, mangled corpses 
lay, many of them too awful iu their 
dismtaubered ccmdMon to be told about. 
But death 'was at least merciful to some 
of them in its quickness. Little Children, 
boyri and fe-irls, in their holiday suits and 
frocks, women of every age, bearded 
meu, and boys not yet iu their tecnss, lay 
Bide by side in tho euddeu morgue that 
nature had madi' under tlie open sky. 
Hands that shook -with the horror of tlie 
sight drew giirments over tlie faces of the 
dead to hide their ghatstline:;*;, as -with 
strong ropes they drew the sliaple'iri 
boditvi of tho dead to tlie lianks above, or 
tenderly toiled with tlie injured in tlieir 
arm.s up the hillside ptitlis. Wet-eyeil 
women went to and fro among the wail- 
ing tlivong to lend tlieir lielp. Mothers 
nn-.l sisters, some with faccv batlied iu 
blood — they who liad been in the wreck — 
and some from homes made desolate by 
the terrible liand of death, would call on 
tlie naiiH-s of their dead. -Men with 
wliite, set faces peered into the gulch 
and w]ii.si)ered, "It is horrible." Hun- 
dreds of people streamed to the hot-pitals, 
some of tlieni pleading for udmittance to 
identify the injured and dying, others to 
see or to offer their sympatliy and assist- 
iinec. 

In the openiting rooms surgeons and 
nursots worked fast and faithfully iu roll- 
ed up sleeves, their bared arms biithcd in 
blood. Tho cricH of the injured echoed 
through the .buildings, and outr^i.le, awe- 
strickeii crowds pressed closer to wait 
aud li.-teu. 

Some \vere borne to the accident w.-irds 
only to die. Little could be done to al- 
leviate the suffering ot their torn .-ind 
mangled bodies. Itev. Father I'ylcbos, 
vicar-gener;il of Niscjually, appeared in 
time to administer the las', sacraiuent of 
the cliurch to Bume of the injured as 
lliey were liorni! into the liospital, ga.-jp- 
iiig iu the last agonies of death. 

Others smiled faintly with awful dis- 
tort( d faces, as tln-ir heariTS would stag- 
ger under the burden. 

From among the waiting <'rowds, men 
steppL-d fortli and ollereil their he'ii to 
carry the wounded in. It mattered noth- 
ing to them that diey ruined their clotli- 
ing with blood. Men and women and lit- 
tle children, were suffering and dying, aud 
the heartd of those who watched were 
heavy with the anguish of otliers iu pain. 
Moans and cries of agony shoektMl tlie 
still air as the mangled, bleeding forms 
were boruc up the hospital steps.

Sir Adolplie Curon enquired what part 
tlie department of militia had. taken in 
obtaining military supplies for the Im- 
perial autlioriticfi. 

Dr. Borden replied that in tho case ot 
the Strathcona Horse, the facilities of 
the deinirtnient had been used for pur- 
poses of orgaiiizati<in and ei|uiiimeiit 
l^ord Stratlicona'H own agent bought the 
horses, but the department contractor 
had supplied most of the clotliiiig. Tlio 
mone.v reiiiiired was taken out of the 
vote for the SoiitJi African contingent, 
but wart snbsecpienlly repaid by Lord 
Stratlicona's agent. Tho purchaiscn mtide 
for the. Imperial autliorities liad beea 
made, not tlirougli the deparlnieut, but 
thioiigh li'Td Slr.ithcona, win got from 
(,'anadian contractors olTtu's for the man- 
utactiirc of certain articU's. The de- 
partment liad asfiisted in these purchases 
so far as inspection was concerned, but 
not otherwise.
